OLLOWING THE good results achieved in December, retail 

sales in January were comparatively quiet. Sales of clothing 

and footwear, which in December had shown an improvement 
compared with a year ago, were lower in January than they had 
been in January 1952. In comparing these two months it should 
be remembered that January sales last year were very widely 
organized whereas this year’s sales are reported to have been on a 
much more modest scale. The January sales were apparently 
shorter as well as quieter this year and were followed by a very 
quiet period of spending which trade reports suggest was continued 
into February ; a low level of sales in February was a normal 
feature of the pre-war trade. 

In the household goods group January retail sales were rather 
higher than a year ago as were sales in most other categories of non- 
food goods. Sales of food and perishables by large retailers showed 
a seasonal fall in January but were 13 per cent. higher than a 
year ago. 

Some reference to price movements during the year is useful in 
considering these changes in the value of retail sales. Retail 
prices as a whole, as measured by the Ministry of Labour Interim 
Index of Retail Prices were at almost the same level in January as 
in December. In comparison with January 1952 the all-items 
ndex was nearly 44 per cent. higher, food prices having risen by 9 per 
cent., while prices of clothing and household durable goods were 
about 5 and 2 per cent. lower respectively. 


Sales and Stocks by Types of Goods 
Clothing 
As expected, the high level of clothing sales in December was 
followed by a substantial fall in January. For women’s and 
children’s wear the fall in sales by large retailers—nearly 50 per 
cent.—was greater than in the case of the independent shops but 
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sales of the larger shops had shown a sharper upward movement in 
December; January sales by large retailers were at the same level as a 
year earlier while sales of these goods by independent shops showed a 
fall of 7 per cent. The detailed figures show that falls in sales 
compared with a year earlier were experienced by both department 
stores and co-operative societies but these were offset by a rise in 
sales by multiple shops. For the trading year ended January 
1953, the multiple shops were the only retail outlet to register an 
increase in sales compared with the previous twelve months, 

Those large retailers who supply a breakdown of women’s and 
children’s wear reported sales of both women’s underwear and 
millinery, haberdashery, etc., appreciably higher in January than a 
year earlier. Their sales of dress materials on the other hand 
showed a fall, as in December. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear by department stores showed only 
a slight fall compared with January 1952 but sales of multiple shops 
and of co-operative societies fell 14 per cent. In total, therefore, 
the results for the large retailers were less favourable than those of 
the independent shops—whose sales fell by 7 per cent. Cumulative 
sales in the whole trading year showed a drop compared with 1951/52 
of 3 per cent. for department stores and multiple shops, of 11 per 
cent. for co-operative societies and of 7 per cent. for independent 
retailers of men’s wear. 

Stocks of women’s and children’s wear held by large retailers 
were 9 per cent. lower in value than in January 1952 while stocks 
of men’s and boys’ wear had fallen 25 per cent. The two stock 
index numbers showed about the same movement from the December 
level ; in each case the fall was rather smaller than in January last 
year. 


Footwear 


The December—January fall in footwear sales was also very 
marked. Whereas in December sales had been fairly close to 
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those a year earlier, January sales by the large retailers as a whole 
were 19 per cent. lower than in January 1952, while the independent 
shops recorded the smaller but still substantial fall of 14 per cent. 
Cumulative sales of footwear by department stores in the year ending 
January 1953 were almost the same as in the previous twelve months, 
those of multiple shops and independent retailers were about 5 per 
cent. down, and sales by co-operative societies fell by 9 per cent. 

The value of footwear stocks in the hands of large retailers showed 
a slight rise compared with December but was 10 per cent. lower than 
in January 1952. 


Household Goods 


Although sales of household goods were considerably lower than 
in December, they were a little better than in January 1952. In 
furniture and furnishings, despite a small reduction in sales by depart- 
ment stores, there was for all large shops together a rise of 2 per cent. 
compared with a year earlier, while independent furniture dealers 
recorded sales 5 per cent. higher. Cumulative sales of furniture and 
furnishings in the trading year 1952/53 showed a fall compared with 
the previous year for both the main types of retail outlet. The value 
of stocks held by large retailers was 9 per cent. lower than a year 
earlier. 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods by department stores 
were 6 per cent. higher than in January 1952, in contrast to the 5 per 
cent. fall in sales by multiple shops ; the average for all large retailers 
was a rise of 1 per cent. as against a 4 per cent. increase in sales by 
independent shops. But in sales of hardware by itself those large 
retailers who reported separate figures did better, with an increase of

12 per cent. above the level of a year earlier, while sales by independent 
shops were only 2 per cent. higher. These figures suggest a fall 
compared with January 1952 in sales of radio and electrical goods by 
large retailers (although no actual figure is available since not all 
retailers provide separate figures). ‘This would contrast with the rise 
of 7 per cent. in sales by independent retailers. 

Sales of hardware, radio and electrical goods as a whole in the 
trading year showed little change compared with 1951/52 in the case 
of independent retailers but a fall of 4 per cent. for large shops. 
Stocks of these goods in the hands of large retailers were 4 per cent. 
lower in value than at the end of January 1952. 


Chemists’ Goods 


The index numbers for sales of chemists’ goods illustrate very 
clearly the difference in seasonal movement which can exist between 
different types of shop. The large stores experienced a much 
sharper Christmas peak than the independent retailers and following 
this, sales of the former fell in January by 46 per cent., while sales by 
independent chemists were only 23 per cent. lower than in December. 
Compared with a year earlier sales by the large retailers were 12 per 
cent. higher—mainly on account of the good results of the multiple 
shops—and those of independent retailers were 6 per cent. higher. 
The large organizations finished the trading year with an increase 
of 7 per cent. in the value of sales over 1951/52 as against a rise of 2 per 
cent. for independent chemists. Stocks held by large retailers were 
almost the same as in January 1952. 


Other Non-Food Merchandise 


In the remaining categories, in which correspondence between the 
two main types of shop is less exact, the main changes in the trade of 
large retailers compared with a year earlier were an increase of 6 per 
cent. in sales of books and stationery and of 12 per cent. for jewellery, 
leather and fancy goods. Sales by independent jewellers, etc., went 


up by 6 per cent. and of shops selling toys, sports goods and leather 
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goods by 9 per cent. ‘Total trade in these categories for the year 
1952/53 showed little change on the previous year ‘except for 
independent jewellers, etc., whose sales were 5 per cent. down. 

Stocks of these goods in the hands of large retailers were lower than 
a year earlier, the biggest change being a fall of 17 per cent. in the 
value of stocks of books, stationery,*etc. 


Food and Perishables 


Information about trade in food and perishables is obtained only 
from the large retailers. The food index is normally so regular in 
its seasonal movements that even small departures may be significant 
and it is worth noting that the January index stood at 13 per cent. 
above the level of a year earlier after having been 11 per cent. up for 
most of the latter half of 1952. 

Among the sub-categories of food and perishables the outstanding 
alterations in the value of sales compared with a year earlier were for 
xroceries and provisions and fresh meat, with increases of 19 and 20 
per cent. respectively ; in December the change compared with a 
year earlier had been 16 per cent. for groceries and provisions and 15 
per cent. for fresh meat. Sales of fresh milk were, as in December, 
11 per cent. higher than a year ago and the other sub-categories 
showed rises of up to 6 per cent. except for fish, poultry, game and 
rabbits and for tobacco, etc., sales of which were slightly down. 
Total food sales in the trading year ended January 1953 were 12 per 
cent. higher than in the previous year, the major gains being in grocery, 
bakery, fresh meat and milk sales. Stocks of food and perishables 
were at the same level as a year earlier. 








Sales by Areas—Large Retailers 


For Great Britain as a whole sales of non-food merchandise were 
1 per cent. lower than a year ago, but the statistics for sales by areas 
show a larger fall for all but one area. The reasons for this dis- 
crepancy are explained in notes (vi) and (vii) at the end of this article. 
Even allowing for these considerations, however, it is clear that the 
sales of non-food merchandise in the North West and Central and 
West End London were appreciably lower in comparison with a year 
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earlier than in other areas. For most areas total trade in non-food 
goods for the year ending January was much the same as in 1951/52

but both Central and Suburban London showed a small decline. 

Sales of food and perishables in most areas showed a change 
compared with a year earlier fairly close to the 13 per cent. increase 
for Great Britain. Central and West End London showed the largest 
divergence with a rise of only 9 per cent. The same area was the 
only one to differ much in the comparison of total food sales in the 
trading year with 1951/52 ; it recorded a rise of 5 per cent. and for 
the country as a whole the increase was 12 per cent

Retail Trade in January—(Continued) 


(ii) There may be substantial differences between the types of goods 
sold by large and independent retailers which are recorded in the 
tables against the same headings. Whereas large retailers are asked 
to give details of their sales of specified classes of goods, the indepen- 
dent retailers give their total sales of all types of goods in a single 
figure. Independent retailers were, however, only included in the 
sample if at least two-thirds of their turnover consisted of goods 
representative of the trade concerned. 

(iii) The statistics are based on returns made by samples of both 
large and independent retailers. Particulars of the constitution of the 
samples and of the method used in compiling the index numbers 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal for July 5, 1952. 

(iv) As the figures are based on the values of sales and of stocks, 
they are affected by price movements, including changes due to 
variations in the incidence of purchase tax. 

(v) The period covered by the statistics for January 1953 was the 
five weeks from December 28 to January 31, whereas the period for 
January 1952 was the four weeks from December 30 to January 26. 
An adjustment was made, to allow for this difference in the number 
of weeks, when calculating the index numbers for January 1953. 
In the calculation of percentage changes in weekly sales between the 
trading years February 1951-—January 1952 and February 1952- 
January 1953, an adjustment was necessary to allow for the fact that 
the period covered by the statistics for 1952-53 was 53 weeks instead 
of the usual 52 weeks. 

(vi) Details of the division of Great Britain into retail trade areas 
were given on page 773 of the Board of Trade Journal of April 14, 
1951. Some large retailers are able to give figures for the country 
as a whole, but not for sales in the various areas. Consequently the 
movements in business reported for Great Britain by the whole sample 
of large retailers may differ from the average of the movements in the 
areas even when due weight is given to the amount of business done 
in each area. 

(vii) It is known that sales of footwear are overweighted in the 
sample of large retailers compared with those of other goods, and 
in the absence of data which would enable a more precise proportion 
to be calculated, total footwear figures are divided by two in calculating 
the indices for Great Britain of clothing and footwear combined, non- 
food merchandise and all merchandise. Since, however. some of the 
reporting firms only give a national total, the area figures are not so 
adjusted. It follows that footwear sales have a greater influence in 
the area statistics than in those for Great Britain, and if, as is the case 
this month, footwear sales show a movement quite different from those 
of other goods, there may be some discrepancy between the Great 
Britain figure and the average of the area figures for sales of non-food 
merchandise and all merchandise. 

(viii) Sales of food and perishables in January by the large retailers 
were 63 per cent. of total sales by these firms. 


Gold and Dollar and E.P.U. 


Position in February 


URING FEBRUARY the Sterling Area had a gold and dollar 
surplus of $125 million. ‘The gold and dollar reserves, therefore, 
stood at $2,103 million at February 28. 

The above surplus arose after taking account of :— 

(a) receipts from the United States during the month of $33 
million as Defence Aid ; and 

(b) receipt from the European Payments Union of $18 million 
representing that part of the January surplus of £9:2 million 
which was settled in gold or dollars. 


Provisional E.P.U. result 


On the provisional figures for the month, the United Kingdom had 
a surplus in February with the European Payments Union of £9-9 
million, which will fall to be settled in March, as to £6-9 million in 
gold or dollars and as to £3-0 million by reduction of debt to the 
Union if no country uses existing resources of sterling. 


Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for the week 
ended February 21 was 17-69 million Ibs. compared with 17-49 million 
Ibs. in the previous week and 19-21 million Ibs. in the corresponding 
week of 1952. 
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Flood Damage to Industrial Plant 
in the South East 


REATEST damage to industry in London and the South East 

of England by the floods has been by injury to plant, fixtures and 
stocks. A report on this subject by the Board of Trade was considered 
at a meeting of the London and South Eastern Regional Board for 
Industry on March 4 when Sir John Buchanan presided. The 
industries most seriously affected are paper, oil refining, engineering, 
electrical engineering, cement and fireworks. Regional Officers 
of the Board of Trade have now visited almost all the areas which have 
suffered industrial damage. Board of Trade representatives are 
keeping closely in touch with both local authorities and industrial 
concerns to make sure that they are receiving as much help as possible 
in the task of restoring industrial productivity. 


Nearly all those firms which have been affected by the flooding are 
now more or less back to normal working. But the loss of production 
on export orders and also defence work, due to damaged plant, 
fixtures and stocks, as well as to delays caused by dislocation of normal 
routine in the workshops, has still to be fully assessed. Officers 
from the Ministry of Supply have visited firms in London and the 
South East which suffered in the floods in order to prepare a compre- 
hensive report, based on information gathered on the spot, of the 
effects of the disaster on production and employment. 


Commercial ship and boat yards were not badly affected. The 
Admiralty representative reported to the meeting that, apart from 
one boat yard at Whitstable, the effects were slight. Works, however, 
were flooded in varying degrees. This meant stripping and drying 
out machine tools, electric motors and other equipment. But very 
little equipment was actually lost and production was soon back to 
normal. 


Problems to be faced in rehabilitating industry in the districts 
badly affected by flood were very fully discussed at the meeting. 
Concern was expressed at the effects on productivity and employment 
of the damage to plant, fixtures and stock and the substantial financial 
loss this represents for a large number of firms. It is felt that this 
monetary loss is a big problem facing the smaller firms in their 
efforts to get back to normal production again.

All Plywood Freed 
from Price Control 


THE Minister of Materials has made the Imported Plywood Prices 

(Revocation) Order, 1953, which removes the remaining controls 
from plywood prices with effect from March 9, 1953. Maximum 
prices had previously been provided by the Imported Plywood Prices 
Order, 1951, for plywood imported by Timber Control from Russia, 
Finland and North America, and similar types privately imported 
from Sweden and Norway. No plywood is now purchased on 
Government account. 


The Order is published at Statutory Instrument 1953, No. 318, 
and may be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, or through any 
bookseller, price 2d. 


International Sulphur Allocations Discontinued 


THE Sulphur Committee of the International Materials Conference 
announced in Washington on March 2, that its member governments 
have accepted its recommendation to discontinue international alloca- 
tions for sulphur with effect from March 1, 1953. 

The Committee noted that the substantial improvement which 


had taken. place in the sulphur position over the last six months of 
19§2 was continuing ‘in the current half-year. The Committee’s 


review of the situation also indicates that there are reasonable prospects 
for a balance between wotld supply and demand for the remainder 
of 1953. 





Marking of Imported Jute and 
Cotton Cloth 


ROM March 12, 1953, some changes are to be made in the 

Merchandise Marks Order affecting the marking of imported jute 
cloth and imported grey cotton cloth. The changes are as follows :— 

(1) Imported woven piece-goods wholly or mainly of jute are no 
longer required to bear an indication of origin either upon importation 
or upon sale or exposure for sale ; and 

(2) In the case of imported woven piece-goods wholly or partly 
of cotton in the loomstate there are extensions in the permitted 
methods of marking. The indication of origin may now be applied 
in any of the following ways :— 

Woven into or stamped or printed either :— 

(a) at intervals of 2 yards on the selvedge, or 

(b) at one end of the piece and on the material, or 

(c) ona label securely attached to one end of the roll or piece:— 

Provided that any marking in accordance with (b) or (c) 

above shall be such that the indication of origin can readily 
be seen from an inspection of the roll or piece without unrolling 
or, as the case may be, unfolding more than 2 yards of the roll 
or piece. 

The modification regarding cotton piece-goods referred to in (2) 
applies only to goods in the loom state. The existing provisions 
covering imported cotton piece-goods other than in the loom state 
remain unchanged. ‘These provide that the indication of origin should 
be woven into or stamped or printed either :— 

(a) every two yards on the selvedge ; or 

(b) on labels securely attached to each end of the roll. 

These changes are effected by a Direction made by the Board of 
Trade under Section 3 (1) of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, 
modifying the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 10 Order, 
1934. The Direction is entitled the Merchandise Marks (Imported 
Goods) No. 10 Order (Provisional Exemption) Direction, 1953. 
Copies are obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches, price 2d. (by post, 34d.). 

The direction affords temporary relief and the question whether 
this relief should be continued by an amendment of the Order in 
question is being referred to the Standing Committee appointed under 
Section 4 of the Act.

Broccoli and Cauliflower Imports 
Suspended Until March 31 


ON January 27 the Ministry of Food announced arrangements for 
the import of certain fresh vegetables during 1953. (See Board 
of Trade Journal of January 31, page 197.) 

As the permitted quotas have now been reached for broccoli and 
cauliflower, the Board of Trade, in agreement with the Ministry of 
Food, now announce that from midnight on March 10 until midnight 
on March 31, 1953, imports of these two vegetables under open 
individual licence have been suspended. 

Any consignment of broccoli or cauliflower which is shown to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise to have been 
despatched to the United Kingdom on or before March 10, will 
however be admitted

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Import Licensing Arrangements for 
Cream 


HE Minister of Food announced recently that production and sale 

of cream would be permitted in the United Kingdom for a limited 
period during 1953. ‘The Board of Trade now announce (in Notice 
to Importers No. 543) the arrangements for licensing imports of 
cream, which includes fresh and sterilized cream. 


Imports from the Scheduled Territories, Muscat and Oman 


2. Applications for licences allowing the import of cream from the 
following countries :— 

The British Commonwealth (except Canada) ; British Trust 
Territories ; British Protectorates and Protected States ; 
Burma ; Irish Republic ; Iraq ; Iceland ; Libya ; Jordan ; 
Muscat and Oman, 

should be forwarded to the Board of ‘Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1. Page 1 of the application form 
I.L.B./A (Revised) should be completed ; on page 2 only question 5 
need be answered ; on pages 3, 5 and 7 only the name, full postal 
address, reference number of the applicant and the description of 
goods (cream fresh or sterilized) need be filled in. 

3. The licences for imports from these countries will not be limited 
in quantity or value. "They will however be valid only from April 1 
to July 31, 1953, and the period of validity will NOT be extended. 


Imports from certain Other Countries 


4. Separate applications to import cream from countries other than 
those mentioned in paragraph 2 above and other than :— 
Albania, Argentina, Bolivia, Bulgaria, Canada, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, 
El Salvador, French Somaliland, Germany (Russian Zone), 
Guatemala, Haiti, Honduras, Hungary, Japan, Korea, Liberia, 
Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama, Persia, Philippines, Poland, 
Roumania, Tangier, United States of America, Union of 

Soviet Socialist Republics, Venezuela, Yugoslavia. 
should be submitted to the Board of ‘Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 
43 Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, not later than March 16, 1953. 

5. Application forms should be completed as described in paragraph 
2 above. Applicants should however state the value of imports for 
which they are applying at 4 (a) on page 2 of the form. ‘They should 
moreover, indicate in a covering letter whether they propose to import 
fresh or sterilized cream, or both ; importers will not be bound by 
this because the licence issued will cover both types. Applicants 
should also send with the application form brief details of their 
interest in the trade, e.g. pre-war trade in cream or recent trade in 
similar commodities. 

6. The total amount of cream to be imported from this group of 
countries will be limited to a value in total of £30,000 c.i.f. Since 
there is no recent or representative period of unrestricted trading upon 
which the distribution of licences can be based, the Board of Trade 
in consultation with the Ministry of Food, will in issuing licences 
take into account the information given by the applicants. No 
guarantee can be given that all applicants will receive licences or that 
the licences issued will be the value applied for. The licences which 
are issued for imports from these countries will in any event be small 
in value. 

7. Licences for imports from these countries will be valid only from 
April 1 to July 31, 1953, and the period of validity will NOT be 
extended, 

8. Applicants for import licences should note that imports will need 
to conform to the requirements of the Food Standards (Cream) 
Order 1951 (S.I. 1951 No. 668). 
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Imports of Herbage, Vegetable and 
Other Agricultural Seeds 


HE Board of ‘Trade, in conjunction with the Agricultural Depart- 

ments in the United Kingdom, announce (in Notice to Importers 
No. 544) the following arrangements for the import in 1953 of herbage, 
vegetable and other agricultural seeds for sowing. 


Herbage Seeds 


2. Imports of herbage seeds will be subject to individual licensing, 
which will continue to be operated to ensure that imported seeds are 
suitable in quality and type for sowing in the United Kingdom. 


3. Imports of herbage seeds from countries outside the Scheduled 
‘Territories (see para. 4), Muscat and Oman will, in addition, continue 
for the present to be subject to quantitative restrictions for balance of 
payments reasons. As in previous years, import quotas will be 
settled under trade arrangements with certain supplying countries 
and individual importers will be notified by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries of the value of the licences to which they will be entitled 
under these arrangements. Importers may then apply for licences 
to import individual consignments of seeds up to the values of which 
they have been notified. Portions of 1953 allocations in respect 
of which applications for licences have not been lodged as at December 
31, 1953, will then be void and cannot be carried forward into 1954. 


4. The Scheduled Territories at present comprise the British 
Commonwealth (except Canada), British Trust Territories, British 
Protectorates and Protected States, Burma, the Irish Republic, Iraq, 
Iceland, Jordan and Libya. 


5. Applications to import herbage seeds from countries outside the 
Scheduled Territories which are not covered by these arrangements 
will be considered only in exceptional circumstances. 


Vegetable Seeds and Other Agricultural Seeds (other than 
Rape Seed) 


6. Imports of these seeds from countries other than the Irish 
Republic will continue, until further notice, to be subject to separate 
licences. Licences will normally be issued freely in respect of 
agricultural and vegetable seed of the 1953 crop, if grown under 
forward contracts registered with the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries by dates fixed by the Ministry. 


7. Applications to import seeds not grown under contracts registered 
with the Ministry in accordance with the preceding paragraph of this 
Notice will be considered in the light of quality and general trade 
conditions. 


Rape Seed for Sowing 
8. No applications will be considered for the present. 


General 


9. Applications to import herbage, vegetable and other agricultural 
seeds for sowing should be made, in accordance with the arrangements 
set out above, on form I.L.B./A (Revised) and should be submitted 
to the Board of Trade through the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, 3 Whitehall Place, London, S.W.1. 


10. Import licences issued during 1953 will be valid for shipments 
landed in the United Kingdom up to March 31, 1954.

Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


WEDNESDAY MARCH 4 
Dealings in Shares 


Asked if he would introduce legislation to prevent dealings in 
shares which had become excessively inflated in value as a result of 
take-over rumours, the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter 
Thorneycroft, replied, “‘ No, Sir.’’ He considered that any question 
of suspended dealings in shares was best left in the hands of the Stock 
Exchange authorities. 


THURSDAY MARCH 5 


Scottish Development Area 


Nineteen new projects were started in Scotland in Development 
Areas in 1945 ; 48 in 1950; and 26 in 1952, the President stated. 
The increase of three in the figure for 1952 over that given in his 
reply on February 19 was due to the inclusien of additional informa- 
tion which has reached us since that date. 

At present two publicly financed factories at Port Glasgow, one at 
Chapelhall and one at Newhouse were unoccupied. In addition one 
factory at Newhouse and part of one at Dundee would be vacated 
shortly. 


North-East Development Association 


The President was asked whether, in view of the report on the 
Northern Region, issued by the North-East Development Association, 
he would reconsider his policy regarding the construction of advance 
factories. He replied that he had not seen the report, which he 
understood has not then been published ; but he had promised that 
he or the Parliamentary Secretary, would receive a deputation from 
the North-East Development Association at a suitable time after the 
publication of the report. 


Imports of Meat Products 


Imports of manufactured meat products, including canned meats, 
in 1951 and 1952 amounted to 234,000 tons and 202,000 tons 
respectively, it was stated. 


Purchase of Raw Cotton 


The President was asked whether he was now in a position to make 
an announcement about the purchase arrangements for raw cotton 
in the coming buying season. He replied: ‘‘ Yes, Sir.” The 
Government had decided that “‘ cover” should be made available 
to the Cotton Industry in the 1953/54 buying season on terms broadly 
similar to, though not necessarily identical with, those provided this 
season by the Raw Cotton Commission. 

A number of problems arose, however, with regard to the operations 
of the Raw Cotton Commission and to the precise terms and methods 
whereby the ‘“ cover” scheme is to be worked. The Minister of 
Materials, and he, after discussion with the organizations which were 
represented on the Cotton Import Committee, had therefore decided 
to set up a Review Committee with terms of reference as follows :— 

“To consider whether, within the framework of the Report 
of the Cotton Import Committee, any change would be desirable 
in the obligations and duties at present imposed on the Raw 
Cotton Commission, with respect in particular to the supply of 
cotton and provision of ‘ cover’ to the United Kingdom cotton 
industry ; and to make recommendations.” 

He was happy to say that Sir Richard Hopkins had again consented 
to act as Chairman of the Committee and that its composition would 
be substantially the same as that of the original Committee. 


MONDAY MARCH 9 
rade with Brazil 


Asked why trading with bananas from Brazil, in exchange for 
British motor cars, was not allowed by his department, the Secretary 
for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson replied that since the end 
of 1951 the Minister of Food had bought no bananas from Brazil. 
The question of allowing such trade in exchange for exports of motor 


cars had, therefore, not arisen. 
Industrial Sulphur 


Asked what percentage of industrial sulphur requirements he 
expected to be available during the coming year ; how much short- 
time working would this involve ; and what steps he was taking to 
increase sulphur supplies, the Minister of Materials, Sir Arthur Salter, 
replied that he expected the needs of industry to be fully met except 
for sulphuric acid manufacture. Sulphur would only be available 
for making sulphuric acid to the extent that the acid required could 
not be made from other materials. 


Purchases of Raw Cotton 


Raw cotton was bought by the Raw Cotton Commission and by 
spinners who had chosen to buy on their own account or through 
merchants, Sir Arthur Salter stated. Their purchases, he understood, 
were determined by commercial considerations. ‘The Government 
had no intention at present of itself buying raw cotton. 


Use of Raw Materials 


Asked how many orders issued by his department were still operative 
which prohibited or limited the use of any raw material in the manu- 
facture or construction of any article or structure ; whether he would 
give a list of any such raw materials so affected ; and what was his 
policy concerning the removal of such restrictions, Sir Arthur Salter 
replied, ‘‘ Twelve, Sir.’’ The materials affected were bristles, true 
hemp, manila hemp, paper and paper-making materials, sulphuric 
acid and sulphur used in its manufacture, and certain types of timber. 
These restrictions were still necessary because of balance of payments 
or supply difficulties ; his policy was to remove them as soon as these 
difficulties could be overcome. 

The Minister was also asked how many raw materials or manu- 
factured products could not be purchased freely without a licence or 
other authorization from his department ; whether he would give a 
list of such raw materials or manufactured products ; and what was 
his policy towards the removal of such restrictions. 

He replied that the materials concerned were true hemp, jute and 
jute goods from outside the United Kingdom, and certain types of 
timber. In addition, licences were required to supply, though not 
to purchase, bristles and sulphuric acid, and by producers to supply 
paper. ‘These restrictions would be removed as soon as the difficulties 
mentioned in his previous answer could be overcome. 


Deposited Schedules for S.I. 169 


The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, was asked where 
the list of 85 deposited schedules, referred to in the Second Schedule 
of Statutory Instrument No. 169, might be consulted ; and how many 
pages of print it involved. ; 

He replied that complete sets of the Deposited Schedules could be 
consulted at the London and regional offices of the Ministry of Supply, 
at the offices of the Ministry of Commerce in Belfast, and at the offices 
of the Iron and Steel Corporation of Great Britain and of the British 
Iron and Steel Federation. There was also a complete set of schedules 
in the Library of the House of Commons. 

The schedules covered 775 pages of typescript. 


TUESDAY MARCH 10 
Exports to China 


Asked how much streptomycin was exported to China and Hong 
Kong in the first six months of 1950, the President replied that so 
far as he was aware, none. 


References to Monopolies Commission 


The President was asked what matters were already referred to 
the Monopolies Commission ; what was respectively their original 
date of reference when reports were anticipated ; and what other 
matters were to be referred, 

He replied that he would refer the questioner to the answers given 
on December 16 and 19. 

He hoped shortly to receive the report on non-ferrous metal semi- 
manufactures and later this year the report on imported timber. He 
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could not yet say how long it would take to complete the other out- 
standing inquiries, or what other matters would be referred to ‘the 
Commission. 


B.S.1. “ Kite Mark” 


A questioner asked the President what action he was taking arising 
from the rejection by the Wholesale Textile Association of the quality 
mark scheme of the British Standards Institution for clothing. 

He replied that he assumed that the questioner had in mind the 
adoption by the Council of the Wholesale Textile Association of a 
report by one of their Sub-Committees to the effect that the use of a 
“ Kite Mark ” or any other general mark on textiles was unnecessary 
and undesirable. That, of course, in no way prevented the British 
Standards Institution of which the W.T.A. was an active member, 
from continuing its work on the preparation of British Standards in 
accordance with its normal procedure. He had always made it clear 
that the adoption of such standards was voluntary. Similarly any 
Kite Mark scheme for goods reaching such standards must itself be 
first worked out and then applied on a voluntary basis. No action 
on his part was required. A statement of progress was given in his 
reply on February 5. 


Trade with Czechoslovakia 


Under the current Trade and Financial Agreement with Czecho- 
slovakia, which was signed on September 28, 1949, and the schedules 
to which were reviewed annually, payment for imports from Czecho- 
slovakia was made in sterling, the President stated. 

A questioner asked to what extent, as a result of the trade agreement 
recently concluded with Czechoslovakia, supplies, not otherwise 
obtainable, of sugar, fat and products containing these commodities 
were available to British manufacturers and consumers ; and if he 
would abandon this method of supplementing supplies as soon as 
possible. 

The President said he would refer the questioner to the reply given 
on January 20 last, which explained the origin and purpose of the 
five-year Anglo-Czechoslovak Trade and Financial Agreement of 
1949 and gave details of the quotas fixed for sugar/fat, fondant and 
confectionery for the year ending June 1953. There was also a quota 
of 20,000 tons of sugar for the same period. The amounts of the 
quotas to be fixed for imports from Czechoslovakia for the year 
July 1953~-June 1954, would be determined in the light of the condi- 
tions prevailing at the time, including the policy on imports from 
other sources. 


Sizes of Children’s Footwear 

The President was asked whether he would take steps to ensure 
that all sizes of children’s footwear manufactured in accordance with 
the British Standard should be available in three fittings. 

He replied that he had no powers which would enable him to put 
the questioner’s suggestion into effect, but he was asking the British 
Standards Institution to have it considered by their Technical 
Committee on Children’s Footwear. 


Supplies of Textile Machinery 

The President was asked if he was aware that the value of textile 
machinery exported had increased from £40,435,086 in the year 1950 
to an amount of £50,446,766 in the year ended December 31, 1952 ; 
and if he would give an assurance that our own textile industry would 
now have a prior claim on new machines in order that we might 
compete fairly in the world markets. ; 

He replied that he was, of course, aware of this welcome increase. 
While it had been accomplished, the time taken to deliver machinery 
to our own textile industry had shortened considerably, and there 
was no need for any special priority arrangement of the kind the 
questioner had in mind. 


Imports of Food and Drink 
The volume of imports of food and drink in 1952 was 92 per cent. 
of that in 1951, it was stated. 


Report of Copyright Committee 

Asked what progress was being made with the drafting of legislation 
to implement the report of the Copyright Committee, the President 
replied that the recommendations in the Report were being carefully 
considered but he had no statement to make at this stage about 
legislation. No organizations had yet been consulted but a number 
had commented on the Report. As the questioner knew, the Copy- 
right Committee did, of course, hear the views of the organizations 
concerned in the course of their enquiries. 
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Restrictions on Materials and Products 


The President was asked how many materials or manufactured 
products could not be purchased freely without a licence from, or 
the sponsorship of, his department ; whether he would give a list 
of such materials or manufactured products ; and what was his 
policy towards the removal of such restrictions. 


He replied that a permit from the Board of Trade was at present 
required for the purchase of home produced nylon yarn for the 
manufacture of nylon stockings, but this arrangement would 
terminate on April 30. 

The purchase of six other materials for use by industries for whom 
the Board of Trade was the production department was subject to 
licensing. Following were the details :— 

The purchase of steel, softwood and controlled hardwood for use 
in production for which the Board of Trade was the sponsoring 
authority, was subject to licensing by the Board of Trade. By 
arrangement with the Ministry of Materials, the purchase in the 
United Kingdom of selenium and diatomaceous earth imported from 
dollar sources for use in Board of Trade industries was restricted 
to firms whose need was sponsored by the Board of Trade. The 
purchase of starch for use in Board of Trade industries was subject 
to licensing by the Ministry of Food against sponsorship by the Board 
of Trade. 

As regards the last part of the question, his policy on this, as on 
other matters, was to get rid of such restrictions as soon as conditions 
allowed. 

The President was also asked how many orders issued by his 
department were still operative which prohibited or limited the use of 
any material in the manufacture or construction of any article or 
structure ; whether he would give a list of any such materials so 
affected ; and what was his policy concerning the removal of such 
restrictions. 

He replied that there was only one Order, namely the Nickel 
Prohibited Uses (Board of Trade) Order 1951 (S.1. 1049 of 1951): 
and the only materials affected were nickel and nickel alloys. 

As regards the last part of the question, his policy was to remove the 
remaining restrictions under this Order as soon as he could ; but, so 
long as there was a world shortage of nickel and supplies remained 
subject to international allocation, we must continue to exercise 
economy in its use and to concentrate on meeting the needs of defence 
and other essential industries, 


Imports of Raw Cotton 


Asked to make a statement on the future policy of raw cotton 
importation and of his recent conversations with the trade organiza- 
tions involved, the President said he would refer the questioner to the 
answer he gave on March 5. He was glad to say that all the organiza- 
tions which were represented on the Cotton Import Committee had 
agreed to be represented on the Review Committee.

Exports to Australia 


Exports of china, earthenware and sanitary ware to Australia during 
the last quarters of 1951 and 1952 were valued at £1,063,000 and 
£169,000 respectively, it was stated. 


Supplies for Petrol Stations 


Asked whether he was aware that the oil companies were boycotting 
new petrol-filling stations in Sheffield for which planning permission 
and building licences had been issued ; and whether he would bring 
this to the notice of the Monopolies Commission, the President 
replied that he was aware that supplies of some brands of petrol were 
being withheld from some filling stations. He would bear this matter 
in mind in choosing matters for reference to the Monopolies Com- 
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mission, and would certainly take note of any information which the 
questioner cared to send him about cases in Sheffield. 


Import of Flower Bulbs 


The arrangements for the import of flower bulbs for the year July 
1953—June 1954 were still under consideration, the President stated, 
and he would make an announcement as soon as he could. 


New Industries for Some Areas 


The President was asked what was being done to provide light 
industry in the area covered by the Easington Rural District Council, 
in the county of Durham, including the new town of Peterlee. 

He replied that he shared the questioner’s desire to see some light 
industry introduced into this area, and i was actively trying to 
provide sufficient opportunities of employment here as in other parts 
of the North Eastern Development Area. 

Asked also what steps he was taking to check the rise in unemploy- 
ment in south Caernarvonshire, the President said he would refer the 
questioner to the reply given on December 17, 1952 about unemploy- 
ment in the Lleyn area. We would continue to do what we could to 
help ; but he would in fairness remind the questioner that it was not 
easy to encourage new industries into the area. There was of course, 
as he knew, a large seasonal element in the unemployment there. 


British Film Industry 


The President said that he was satisfied that support for British 
film production of the kind provided by the British Film Production 
Fund should continue after August 1954, when the present scheme 
was due toend. He thought it desirable that extension of the scheme 
for a period of at least three years should be achieved, if possible, by 
voluntary agreement within the industry. He hoped that such 
agreement would be forthcoming ; but he was convinced that the 
production of British films must be maintained by some such means, 
and, if need be, the Government would be prepared to seek powers 
to institute a statutory scheme. 

The President added that he could not accept a questioner’s sugges- 
tion that there had been a decline in British film production. 

Asked what changes he was contemplating asking Parliament to 
make in the Cinematograph Films Act, 1938, in the light of Mr. 
Justice Vaisey’s judgment in the Monsoon case, the President 
replied, ‘‘ None, Sir.” 

He also added that after consulting the Cinematograph Films 
Council, he had decided not to make any Order this year to amend the 
Cinematograph Films (Quotas) Amendment Order, 1950, but to 
leave the prescribed quotas at 30 per cent. for first feature films, and 
25 per cent. for the supporting programme, for the exhibitors’ quota 
year beginning October 1, 1953. 


Industrial Production in Germany and U.K. 


The President was asked if he was aware that, taking 1948 as 100, 
industrial production in Germany was now 253 and in Britain only 
119; and, in view of the fact that Britain was not, and could not, 
become self-supporting and must export at world competitive prices 
or starve, what steps he was taking to improve this state of affairs. 

He replied that the need for increased exports in the face of growing 
competition from other supplying countries was consistently stressed 
by himself and other members of Her Majesty’s Government. He 
would add, however, that the figures quoted in the question were not 
really comparable ; Germany’s industrial production in 1948 was 
still at a far lower level than the United Kingdom, compared with 
pre-war. 


Japan and G.A,T.T. 


A questioner asked the President if he was aware that the admission 
of Japan to the General Agreement on ‘Tariffs and Trade would enable 
her to claim a right to most-favoured nation treatment, which was 
denied to her under the Japanese Peace Treaty ; and if he would take 
this factor into account in opposing Japan’s membership of the 
organization. 

He replied that it was, of course, true that, if we assumed the 
obligations of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade towards 
Japan, we should assume an obligation to accord her most-favoured- 
nation treatment. But, as the Secretary for Overseas Trade indicated 
in a reply on March 3, the Inter-sessional Committee had suggested, 
in its recent report, certain provisions for permitting a suspension of 
obligations towards any country whose competition caused violent 
disruption of trade. No decisions had been made in this matter 
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and, in considering these suggestions, we should certainly take. into 
account the points to which the questioner had referred. 


Re-opening of Commodity Markets 


The Minister of Materials was asked what commodity markets 
which were open in pre-war years were still closed, other than those 
dealing in foodstuffs and the Liverpool Cotton Exchange ; what 
were the prospects of their being re-opened ; and if he would give 
any estimate of the foreign exchange earned annually by these markets 
before the war. 

Sir Arthur Salter replied none, apart from copper. ‘This was under 
constant review and the intention was to allow the Exchange to 
re-open as soon as conditions permitted. He was afraid it was not 
possible to answer the last part of the question. 


Purchase Tax Announcement 


OLLOWING their Press Notice of December 9, 1952 (No. 399) 

regarding the liability to Purchase Tax of pictorial advertising 
showcards, the Commissioners of Customs and Excise have reviewed 
the liability of pictorial advertising matter generally under Group 25 
of the Tax Schedule, which relates to “‘ Pictures, prints . . . and 
similar articles, of a kind produced in quantity for general sale.” 

The Commissioners have decided that, in future, pictorial articles 
which bear advertising letterpress and are for distribution gratis can 
be regarded as not “ of a kind produced in quantity for general sale ” 
and, accordingly, as not chargeable with tax under Group 25. Articles 
affected by this decision which are within other Groups will be 
taxable thereunder, e.g., advertising calendars and blotters under 
Greup 34 (Stationery, etc.), and articles with manipulative play 
features under Group 20 (Toys, etc.) ; but posters (except poster 
blanks) will be free of tax. ‘“‘ Gift’’ pictures for distribution with 
goods (e.g., cigarette cards) will remain chargeable under Group 25 as 
being ‘‘ of a kind produced in quantity for general sale,” since a 
charge for the picture must be held to be included in the price of the 
goods with which it is distributed.

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Reduction in Sales to Most Areas in 1952 


HE VALUE of sales to visitors under the Personal Export 

Scheme during 1952 amounted to £4,533,000, compared with 

£5,102,000 in 1951. This represented a decline of 11 per cent. 
in spite of the small increase in the number of tourists visiting this 
country in 1952. Sales of clothing and piece-goods represent a high 
proportion of sales under the scheme and the decline may have been 
due in part to the lower level of prices of articles in this group in 1952 
compared with 1951. 

Of the areas distinguished, purchases by visitors from the United 
States alone showed an increase and amounted to £955,000 compared 
with £902,000 in 1951, an increase of 6 per cent. ‘This increase, 
however, was considerably less than that in the number of visitors 
from that country. Similarly, purchases by visitors from Canada and

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the rest of the Western Hemisphere fell by one per cent. (from 
£715,000 to £708,000) although the number of visitors from that 
area increased by over 10 per cent. 

The greatest decrease occurred in sales to visitors from the Rest of 
the Sterling Area which fell by 23 per cent. from £2,021,000 to 
£1,553,000 although the number of Commonwealth visitors was 
slightly higher than in 1951. The proportionate decrease in purchases 
by visitors from O.E.E.C. countries (4 per cent.) was about the same 
as that in the number of tourists. 

There was also a decline in the value of purchases by emigrants 
from the United Kingdom, who are also allowed to participate in the 
scheme. Their purchases in 1952, at £461,000, were 24 per cent. 
lower than in 1951.

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High Figures for Foreign Trade Movement in January 


HE TOTAL net tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade entering 

with cargo at United Kingdom ports during January 1953, as 

shown in Table 1, was 5:3 million tons, which was the highest 
figure recorded for the month of January since 1938. The daily 
average for the month was slightly higher than in December and 3 per 
cent. higher than in January 1952. 

The total tonnage of clearances with cargo was 4:0 million tons net, 
which was the highest January figure since 1939. The daily average 
of clearances was 5 per cent. greater than in the previous month and 
11 per cent. more than in January 1952. 

Foreign tonnage accounted for 43 per cent. of the total entrances 
with cargo in January of this year, compared with 38 per cent. in 
December, although the proportion was unchanged compared with 
January of last year. For clearances with cargo the proportion was 
35 per cent., compared with 33 per cent. for the previous month and 
31 per cent. for January 1952. 


Vessels in Ballast (Table 2) 


The total net tonnage of shipping recorded as entering in ballast 
during January 1953 was 1,430,060 tons, the highest January figure 
since 1946. Entrance of vessels with passengers only, accounted 
for 248,000 tons net, which was 2 per cent. higher than in December 
and 29 per cent. higher than a year ago. The total for vessels calling 
for bunkers only, 71,000 tons net, showed an increase of 54 per cent. 
over the previous month but a decrease of 33 per cent. compared with 
January of last year. The total of other vessels entering in ballast 
was 1,111,000 tons net, which was 3 per cent. lower than in December, 
but 27 per cent. higher compared with January 1952. 

Clearances in ballast during January 1953 amounted to 2,881,000 
tons net. Of this total 1,387,000 tons related to vessels which loaded 
bunkers only, an increase of 14 per cent. compared with December, 
but 2 per cent. less than in January 1952. The tonnage of vessels 
clearing with passengers only (290,000 tons net) was 35 per cent. 
higher than in the previous month and 36 per cent. higher than in 
the corresponding period of 1952. For other vessels which cleared 
in ballast, the total net tonnage showed an increase of 1 per cent. over 
the previous month but a decrease of 8 per cent. compared with last 
year. 


Arrivals and Departures With Cargo (Table 3) 


Foreign trade arrivals with cargo in January 1953 were greater 
than in the preceding month at all but two port areas. Compared 
with January 1952, all but three areas showed increases. Arrivals 
at the North-East Coast and the Humber areas increased by 25 and 
18 per cent. respectively, the latter recording the highest figure of 


arrivals since 1949. ‘There was an increase of 23 per cent. at the 
West Channel area and one of 30 per cent. at the Northern Ireland 
and Isle of Man area, while the Thames area with an increase of 
6 per cent. recorded the highest figure for arrivals since September 
1951. On the other hand decreases were recorded for the East 
Coast of Scotland (27 per cent.), the East Channel (13 per cent.) and 
the Mersey and North-West Coast (2 per cent.). 

Departures with cargo were higher than in the previous month 
at seven of the eleven port areas. Compared with January 1952, 
there were increases at all but one area, the main increases being for 
the Humber area (70 per cent.), the North-East Coast (48 per cent.), 
the East Coast of Scotland (35 per cent.) and the Northern Ireland and 
Isle of Man area (88 per cent.). The only area showing a decrease 
was the East Channel which was 13 per cent. lower than a year ago. 


Coasting Trade (Tab’e 4) 


Arrivals with cargo in the coasting trade during January 1953 were 
3 per cent. higher than in December and departures were 1 per cent. 
higher. Compared with January of last year, arrivals were 4 per cent. 
higher but departures were slightly lower. 


Bunkers 


The table below shows the quantities of coal and oil fuel shipped 
for the use of vessels engaged in the foreign trade (including fishing 
vessels) during the periods specified. 

The daily average shipment of oil fuel for bunkering in January 
1953 was 34 per cent. higher than December and 3 per cent. higher 
than a year ago.

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Definitions 


(1) The figures for calendar months in tables 1-4 are subject to amend- 
ment, and such amendments relating to earlier months are carried to the 
aggregated totals and averages for the quarter. It follows that quarterly 
figures will not always be equal to the sum or the average of past monthly 
figures as published 


Annual and quarterly figures are both provisional for the first 3 months 
after publication. 


(2) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 


The coasting trade statistics relate to vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo from port to port in the United Kingdom, without at the time having 
on board cargo from or for a port abroad, 


(3) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 


(4) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (3) 
and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 


(5) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

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Wholesale Price Index Numbers 
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Further Fall in Prices of Basic Materials 


HE basic materials price index fell in February by 0-9 per cent. 

Zinc and raw rubber showed further falls (of 8-6 per cent. and 

7-4 per cent. respectively), while the prices of lead (down 5-4 per 
cent.), hides and skins (down 7-0 per cent.), wood pulp (down 3-5 
per cent.), and imported softwood (down 0-3 per cent.), were also 
lower. Among the commodities in the index which rose in price 
were refined nickel (up 2-8 per cent.), imported hardwood (up 0-5 per 
cent.), and raw wool (up 0°5 per cent.). 

The falls of 0-3 per cent. and 0-6 per cent. respectively in the 
mechanical engineering and electrical machinery materials indices 
were mainly accounted for by decreases in the prices of brass, raw 
rubber, lead and zinc, which more than offset slight rises in the prices 
of tin and certain steel products. 

The building and civil engineering materials index also declined 
very slightly (by just under 1 per cent.), but the index for house 
building materials showed no change. 

Most of the industrial output indices showed comparatively little 
movement over the month, but among those which fell (all by under 
2 per cent.) were manufactured stationery, cotton weaving, domestic 
hollow-ware, pharmaceutical preparations, and cardboard boxes, 
cartons and fibre-board packing cases. Boots and shoes, hosiery and 
other knitted goods, and made-up clothing rose in February, but all 
by less than 1 per cent. 

Among the commodities which dropped in price were linoleum 
and felt base (down 2-9 per cent.), spoons and forks (down 2:5 per

cent.) and, among the general chemicals, acetone, butanol and tri- 
cresyl phosphate. 


New Index Numbers 


Seven indices are published this month for the first time. ‘Those 
included in the industrial output series are dyes and dyestuffs, cast 
stone and cast concrete products, cement, and non-refractory building, 
facing and engineering bricks etc. (which includes other clay building 
goods). The index for cement is based on prices for minimum 6-ton 
loads, delivered to consumer (in non-returnable packages). Separate 
index numbers for fletton common building bricks (delivered) and 
common building bricks, other than flettons (ex-works) appear in the 
commodity series. ‘The other new index included in the commodity 
series is for granite chippings (ex-quarry). 


Change in Form of Publication 


As indicated in the annual survey of wholesale prices published in 
the Board of Trade Journal on February 14, 1953, index numbers in 
this issue are published only for months in the current and previous 
years. This is being done to conserve space and will be the normal 
practice in future, except for new indices where figures will, if 
available, be given back to July, 1949, in the month when the index 
numbers first appear in the Board of Trade Journal.

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949— 100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. ‘The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance ; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month movements. 

2. ‘The index numbers of industrial output relate to all the output 
sold outside the industry, including subsidiary products, by-products 
and, where possible, exports. Products transferred between firms 
within the industry are, however, excluded. 

3. Commodity indices which include more than one price series 
have internal weights representing either output value proportions or 
consumption value proportions. 

4. ‘The descriptions of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 


taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 

5. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. The issue of June 16 also gave a list of the 
commodities included in the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) 
for non-food industries. Details of the other indices of industrial 
materials, namely those for the electrical machinery and mechanical 
engineering industries and for building and civil engineering, appeared 
in the Board of Trade Journal on September 16, 1950, and February 10 
and May 19, 1951, respectively. It is not intended at present to 
publish in the Board of Trade Journal details of the constituent 
items and the weights used in the construction of the indices of 
industrial output and the commodity indices ; where it is possible to 
issue these, they may be obtained on application to the Director of 
Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address below.

Import Duties Drawback Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 5) 
Order, 1953, which provides that during the year ending March 14, 
1954, drawback of customs duty shall continue to be allowed in 
respect of certain kinds of imported paper used in the manufacture 
of toilet paper, in rolls or packets, when the toilet paper is exported 
or shipped as stores, and extends the allowance of drawback to 
imported paper on which the duty paid was not less than £6 a ton. 

The Order comes into operation on March 15, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1953, No. 371. 


Motor Vehicle Licences 


MOTOR VEHICLE licences for the first quarter of the year which 
expire on March 24 (not March 31) may be renewed on or after 
March 10. ‘The Ministry of Transport asks holders of licences to 
make early application for renewal. Renewal forms (R.F.1A.) are 
obtainable from any Money Order Post Office. 

Application for renewal must in all cases be accompanied by the 
appropriate remittance, the registration book and a current certificate 
of insurance against third party risks. 

Motorists can renew their first quarter’s licence at a Post Office 
provided that the new licence is in all respects the same as the expiring 
one and the conditions set out in the renewal form are complied with. 


Ministry of Transport Shipping Exercise 


THE Ministry of Transport recently carried out an exercise to test 
the organization which in war-time would be responsible for 
determining the destination of ships inward-bound to the United 
Kingdom. Members of the shipping industry, of the Service and 
importing departments, and of certain outside bodies took part in 
the exercise and dealt with problems of the type which might be 
expected to arise some six months after the outbreak of war. 

A number of North Atlantic Treaty Organization countries and 
NATO Commands sent representatives to watch the exercise.

THE Minister of Civil Aviation, after considering the recommenda- 
tions of the Air Transport Advisory Council, has approved, subject

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BRITISH STANDARDS 


Radio-interference Suppression for Motor Vehicles and 
Internal Combustion Engines 


B.S. 833: 1953 is a revision of an earlier standard which takes 
account of the latest knowledge in the technique of radio-interference 
suppression as applied to motor vehicles and internal combustion 
engines. The revision is of particular interest in view of the recent 
publication of the Wireless Telegraphy (Control of Interference 
from ignition apparatus) Regulations 1952. 

The standard specifies the maximum permissible magnitude of 
the interference-producing electric fields generated in the frequency 
range of 200 kc/s to 150 Mc/s by vehicles, boats, machines or equip- 
ment embodying internal combustion engines and their associated 
equipment. 

The degree of suppression necessary for compliance with the 
standard is intended to be sufficient for the protection of radio services, 
including television, at such distances from the source of interference 
as are likely to occur on normal road traffic routes and in urban areas. 
It should also contribute towards preventing interference with vital 
radio services on which the safety of life may depend. Price 3s. 


Neck and Flange Dimensions of Interior Lighting Fittings 


B.S. 364: 1953, which deals with neck and flange dimensions 
of interior lighting fittings, was first published in 1929 and was 
revised in 1934, and has now been extended to cover openings in 
shades and reflectors for electric light fittings and for gas fittings, 
and also covers neck and lug dimensions of bayonet pattern globes, 
or shades and galleries. It has also been reworded to include globes, 
shades and similar parts of glass and other materials. 

The dimensions specified in this British Standard have due regard 
to the dimensions for external lug-circle diameters of gas mantles 
specified in B.S. 884, ‘‘ Low-pressure gas mantles,” to the dimensions 
for electric lamps given in B.S. 161, “‘ Tungsten filament general 
service electric lamps,’’ and to those of bayonet lampholders given in 
B.S. 52, ‘‘ Dimensions of bayonet lamp-caps, lampholders and 
lampholder plugs (B.C. adaptors) for voltages not exceeding 250 volts.” 
It includes tables of dimensions and explanatory diagrams. Price

Vitreous-Enamelled Steel Reflectors for use with Mercury 
Electric Discharge Lamps 


B.S. 1950 : 1953 is based on the requirements appearing in B.S. 232, 
** Vitreous-enamelled steel reflectors for use with tungsten filament 
lamps,” but is applicable to steel reflectors for use with mercury 
electric discharge lamps (types MA/V and MB/V). 

It covers four sizes of reflectors, commonly known as the open 
dispersive type, having a light distribution classified in B.S. 398 as 
Class (A) (IIT) (Direct intermediate). 

It includes clauses on material, dimensions, test lamp, luminous 
output, light distribution, angle of cut-off, heating effects, and selection 
for testing. Price 2s. 


Visual Indicator Lamps 


A revised version of B.S. 1050, ‘‘ Visual indicator lamps "’ covers 
the range of tungsten and carbon filament lamps now in general 
telecommunications use in the United Kingdom, including lamps of 
the types used as visual indicators in telephone and telegraph switch- 
boards and for allied purposes. 

The present revision makes amendments to certain ratings, 
particularly that of the 6 volt lamp, and, for the first time, gives figures 
for the carbon filament lamps. Opportunity has also been taken to 
amend certain definitions and to simplify the method of batch sampling 
and testing. 

The standard includes sections on selection of lamps for test, 
conditions of test, and rejection. Figures for initial rating and life 
performance are given, and an appendix on photometry has been 
added.

Length of Woven or Knitted Fabrics 


B.S. 1931: 1953 describes a method for the determination of the 
length of any fabric in the state of relaxation obtained by exposure 
under zero tension to a standard testing atmosphere. As the length 
of the fabric may alter to an appreciable extent during storage because 
of the gradual recovery from strains which may have been imposed 
during manufacturing and finishing it is recommended that the fabric

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Trade Prospects for United Kingdom Exporters 
in Colombia

pleased to answer any questions arising from the article. 


OR the United Kingdom exporter anxious to direct his own 

particular export drive to the country or countries where his 

efforts will be best rewarded, the first question which he may wish 
to see raised and answered is—what are the attractions or difficulties 
of a particular country as compared with other markets ? He may be 
the more interested in that question, as regards Colombia, now that 
the visit of a British Commercial Mission has prompted new interest 
in a re-assessment of British export prospects in some Latin American 
markets. A great part of the answer to the question will lie in the 
particular sales prospects of each of a large number of individual 
products ; and reference will be made later to the market possibilities 
in Colombia for certain main lines of both capital and consumer 
goods. But the United Kingdom exporter, or investor, will not want 
to spend time and effort on a distant and perhaps unfamiliar market 
without receiving reassuring answers to such basic questions about 
Colombia as—is its economy sound? Is it financially strong and its 
balance of payments position satisfactory? Are unreasonable 
restrictions placed on the import of goods and the remittance of 
payments? In short, will effort expended in this market be fairly 
and reliably rewarded ? 

The answers to these questions are reassuring, more so perhaps 
than in some other traditional United Kingdom markets in Latin 
America. The Government’s financial and economic policies are 
generally sound. Nor is there any substantial difference of opinion 
on these policies between the two political parties. Foreign exchange 
earnings have increased from U.S.$355 million in 1950 to $460 million 
in 1951 and $470 million (estimated) in 1952. The cost of living has 
been held steady at the 1949 level and credit has been wisely restricted. 
The balance of payments position is satisfactory and a surplus of 
U.S.$5 million is anticipated for 1952. Commercial payments are 
up to date. ‘The latest figure for gold and dollar reserves is U.S.$150 
million. The 1953 budget amounts to 768 million pesos (=£110 
million). ‘The national income is 7,200 million pesos (=£1,000 
million) and internal and external debt is under 8 per cent. of the 
national income. In 1951 the Government passed decrees (since 
made laws) favouring the import of foreign capital and has earned the 
approval of the International Bank to the extent of attracting from it 
U.S.$55 million in loans in the past two years. Further proof of 
Colombia’s good credit are other substantial loans made by United 
States banks and loans to the value of nearly U.S.$30 million made by 
the Banque de Paris et des Pays Bas. Since March 1951, with the 
exception of a list of prohibited imports covering mostly luxury 
articles or articles made in Colombia, the previous system of import 
licensing stands abolished. There remains a system whereby 
importers merely register orders with the Exchange Registry Office so 
that foreign exchange outgoings may be recorded. 


Wise Development 


Colombia, with her wealth of natural resources being sensibly and 
steadily developed under the guidance of an Economic Planning 
Committee advised by International Bank experts, is a country to 
inspire some confidence in the exporter or investor. ‘These will, 
moreover, find in Colombia much good will and traditional respect for 
British fair dealing and British quality. 

The United Kingdom exporter, if he has now been persuaded that 
he can safely export to Colombia, will ask what goods he can sell. It 
will help him to know first some main lines which, because of import 
prohibitions prompted by Colombian industrial development, he 
cannot export. ‘These include cotton, wool, silk and rayon textiles, 
except for very few lines such as lace up to a maximum width of 20 cm., 
and ribbons ; leather and leather manufactures, including footwear ; 
motor and lorry tyres of the sizes most in demand ; tobacco (except 
cigarettes) ; beers and stouts ; toys other than mechanical toys made 
of metal ; confectionery ; preserved fruit, vegetables, meat and fish, 





except that brought in by oil companies or, in the case of meat and 
fish, permitted to be imported by those who export certain com- 
modities carrying import rights ; cosmetics, toilet preparations and 
soaps ; stationery articles except pens and pencils ; office and 
domestic furniture ; umbrellas ; lamps, etc. 
As to what can be exported from the United Kingdom to Colombia, 
the list is wide: metal and its manufactures with few exceptions 
which, however, include domestic utensils ; machinery of all kinds, 
including vehicles, although motor cars should not exceed 1,240 
kilograms in weight ; textile yarns ; refrigerators and other electrical 
domestic appliances ; optical and scientific instruments ; rubber and 
its manufactures with some exceptions ; glass ; pharmaceuticals, 
disinfectants and, with some exceptions, chemicals ; earthenware and 
porcelain ; and, a most important United Kingdom export, whisky. 
The list of importable goods is the theoretical opportunity. What 
can, in fact, be sold? Let us take first consumer goods of which 
space does not permit a comprehensive survey. Some illustrative 
examples must suffice, and one general conclusion. This is that 
success will not attend the exporter who half-heartedly seeks a 
temporary market for goods denied entry in other countries. He 
must take the market seriously, choose a good agent or agents, advertise 
and, where necessary, provide spare parts and after sales service. 


Market in Pharmaceuticals 


There is a large market in imported pharmaceuticals, worth £5 
million in 1950, in which the British share is very small. It could be 
much greater if one of the larger British firms would set up a strong 
organization and spend money on sampling and advertising and, in 
short, put forth a sustained effort. Such a firm should be encouraged 
by the current example of a famous British house who have, in less 
than a year, successfully broken a United States quasi-monopoly in 
antibiotics. Substantial markets in which a greater share could be 
taken are those for medical, dental, surgical and ophthalmical supplies. 
But again well-established competitors would have to be dislodged. 
As to domestic appliances, the only United Kingdom washing machine 
in Colombia sells well but would sell better if advertised. United 
States firms usually pay 50 per cent. of the substantial advertising bill 
required to market most consumer goods. United Kingdom refrigera- 
tors have not entered the market, and could not enter it successfully 
unless their prices were competitive and their advertising comparable 
to that of the leading makes. ‘There is an opportunity for an oil- 
burning refrigerator to compete with United States and Swedish 
types. United Kingdom irons are selling fairly well against heavy 
competition but may have to look to price to maintain sales in a falling 
market. There would be a better market for a well-known United 
Kingdom vacuum cleaner if less efficient (but no cheaper) competitive 
makes were not acceptable to the Colombian housewife. But adver- 
tisement could do much to change her attitude. On the stone 
floors of the hot regions of Colombia, floor polishes will sell where a 
vacuum cleaner is superfluous. United Kingdom radios could do 
better in a competitive market if backed by more advertising. ‘The 
price of United Kingdom light bulbs seems to be too high. 

United Kingdom bicycles are first in a substantial market which has 
become somewhat overstocked but will recover. They sell more on 
their quality and reputation than on the modest advertising which 
supports them. But they are an exception ; and they sell mainly for 
transport purposes, not for pleasure, to the working class. The 
Colombian of the middle-class has little use for a bicycle and little 
more for the motor cycle ; in which prejudice he is strengthened by 
bad roads, bad weather and his large family which compels him to 
buy instead a secondhand car which does not cost much more. The 
same bad roads and large Colombian families might limit in the long 
run the sales of United Kingdom small cars which mainly as town cars, 
sell well at present on their lower price and running costs and because 
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the cheapest of the few American cars imported under the export 
certificate scheme sells at nearly twice the price of a medium sized 
United Kingdom car. 

United Kingdom hardware sells well in a substantial but competitive 
market. Better deliveries and prices could increase its sales. Manu- 
facturers with only one or two specialized lines to offer would do 
better to sell through an export house. Our large share of the plate 
glass market depends for its continuance on prices being kept com- 
petitive against increasing Czech and German imports. No United 
Kingdom typewriters sell in Colombia; they could well do so, 
assuming their prices are competitive. | Our share of the sports goods 
market could be increased, particularly in golf clubs. It should be 
noted that more good whisky can be sold than can at present be 
supplied.

These traditional imports can be maintained and increased if prices 
and, particularly, delivery and terms of payment are competitive in 
this increasingly selective buyers’ market where the competition of 
foreign manufacturers over terms of payment is counterbalancing the 
official restriction of credit inside Colombia. Where machinery is 
concerned, however, the importance of adequate after sales service 
and spare parts supply must again be stressed. The United States 
manufacturer benefits from Colombian fears of war and the vast 
stretch of ocean which would in that event divide Colombia from 
Europe. 

Colombia’s large development programme offers great opportunities. 
Many of her projects require generous investment. The International 
Bank has financed the U.S.$164 million road programme and the 
U.S.$25 million scheme for the River Magdalena Railway. The 
Banque de Paris y des Pays Bas has financed the U.S.$25 million 
Paz de Rio steelworks project and a U.S.$2 million scheme for coal 
development near Cali. In road and other construction schemes, 
United States and other firms with offices, and sometimes with 
equipment, in Colombia are well placed to secure contracts. This 
us not to say that experienced United Kingdom firms, or some group 
of them working together, could not share in public works contracts. 
But their effort would have to be sustained and the going might not 
be easy at first ; it would certainly be different to their tidier experi- 
ences of sterling area contracts. The establishment of a firm of 
consulting engineers might be the best first step to introduce to 
Colombia British skill and experience in public works engineering. 
As ever, in Colombia, however, personality and personal contacts will 
be important from selling a hammer to a hydro-electric scheme. But 
in this sphere the United Kingdom is, to say the least, at no dis- 
advantage vis-a-vis competitors. 


Export Openings 


There are other opportunities in many of which finance will be 
important and will decide whether a good project proceeds or is 
delayed. These opportunities include a second coal development 
scheme ; water supply, drainage, and hydro-electric projects ; the 
supply on a large scale of generating sets for smaller municipalities ; 
a radio telephone network ; the improvement or new construction of 
airports ; supply of aircraft ; telephone installations. 

A final word to exporters. Choose good agents and use good 
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business methods. Unhurried personal visits by salesmen are 
important. Use advertisement where appropriate. ‘The Colombian 
merchant is not familiar with the pound sterling. Quotations should, 
therefore, state the dollar equivalent along with the sterling figure.

Economic Survey of Europe Since the War 


A new United Nations publication ‘ Economic Survey of Europe 
Since the War ”’ is the sixth in a series of reports prepared each year 
by the Secretariat of the Economic Commission for Europe to serve 
the needs of the Commission and to help in the task of reporting on 
world economic conditions which the Economic and Social Council 
of the United Nations has entrusted to the Department of Economic 
Affairs. 

The survey is divided into four sections. Part I analyses the main 
features of Europe's economic position in the post-war world, including 
the effects of the war on capital and population. Part II examines 
the aims and methods of economic policy in different countries. 
The extent and nature of progress since the war in carrying out the 
basic readjustments required in the international trade and payments 
position of western Europe are reviewed in Part III. Part IV includes 
a study of past and prospective changes in the size, distribution and 
employment of Europe’s manpower and the problems to which these 
changes give rise. 


Diamond Tool Industry in 1952

Trade Arrangements with Germany 
in 1953 


[PISCUSSIONS in Bonn, completed on March 6, provided for 

trade arrangements between the United Kingdom and the Federal 
Republic of Germany in 1953. The new arrangements follow in the 
main the lines of those of last year. In the interval the Federal 
Government has removed import restrictions from a considerable 
range of commodities of which the most important is cotton piece- 
goods and the United Kingdom has been able somewhat to relax the 
import restrictions which were imposed last year. The present 
arrangements deal with the goods which are still subject to bilateral 
quotas and provide opportunities for both countries to expand their 
exports of such goods. 

Under the new arrangements United Kingdom exports will include 
linen and lace goods, apparel, miscellaneous chemicals, foodstuffs 
and various consumer goods. Imports from Germany will include 
chemicals and dyestuffs, scientific instruments and food and agri- 
cultural products. United Kingdom exports of wool piece-goods 
and wool carpets are not included in the arrangements because the 
Federal Government intends shortly to institute global quotas for 
these goods for imports into Germany from all O.E.E.C. countries. 
In the conditions now prevailing no quotas were fixed for German 
exports of iron and steel to this country. 

‘The arrangements now made cover the calendar year 1953 and the 
quotas incorporate those made available on each side by the extension 
for the first quarter of 1953 of the 1952 arrangements as announced 
in the Board of Trade Journal on January 24, 1953 (page 163). 


Sweden and Western Germany 


THE Board of Trade has been informed that an agreement covering 

trade between Sweden and Western Germany in 1953 has been 
signed. Under the agreement Western Germany is to deliver to 
Sweden in 1953 the same quantities of coal and coke as in 1952. The 
quota for Swedish iron ore exports has been increased and in addition 
pyrites residue and other inferior ores will be available in the same 
quantities as in 1952. 

Western Germany exports to Denmark will include :— 

Horses and cattle for breeding purposes ; fresh fruit ; paints ; 
linen yarn ; candles ; cleaning and polishing materials ; gold and 
platinum goods ; passenger cars ; heavy lorries ; and motor cycles. 

Exports from Sweden to the Federal Republic will include :— 

Live cattle for slaughter ; live pigs for slaughter ; offal ; sprats ; 
grass seed ; hardened animal and vegetable fat; chocolate and 
confectionery wares ; semi manufactures of iron and steel ; anchor 
link chains and shackles ; welding electrodes ; diamond tipped drills 
and other diamond tools, sporting aircraft and parts thereof ; 
penicillin ; chemicals ; paper and cardboard ; hand knitting yarns ; 
wool fabrics of all kinds ; knitted goods, clothing ; leather manu- 
factures ; plaster and curb stones.

France and West Germany 


HE TEXT of a new Trade Agreement between France and West 

Germany, signed in Bonn on January 24, 1953, and operative 
from October 1, 1952, to March 31, 1953, was published in the 
French Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’ Industrie of February 5. 

French exports to West Germany will include cereals, coal, iron ore, 
phosphates, bauxite, agricultural and food products, textiles, rolled 
iron and steel products and motor vehicles. 

West German exports to France under the agreement will include 
coal, mining timber, carbon black, coal tar pitch, agricultural and food 
products, chemicals, intermediates for dyestuffs, textiles, iron and 
steel products, agricultural machinery and tractors, machine tools 
and motor vehicles and parts.

Denmark and Finland 


THE Board of Trade has been informed that a supplementary 
Protocol to the Trade Agreement between Denmark and Finland, 
for the period July 1, 1952 to June 30, 1953, has been signed in 
Copenhagen.

This Protocol provides for a reduction in the amount of the quotas 
allocated for imports of Danish goods into Finland, due to the fact 
that Finnish exports to Denmark have not reached the level hoped for 
at the time the Agreement was signed. A number of the original 
quotas agreed for Danish exports to Finland have been reduced and 
against these revised quotas Finnish import licences will be issued as 
quickly as possible. During the remaining part of the agreement 
period the Finnish authorities will issue import licences to a total 
sum of Kr. 45 million which will be distributed in such a way that for 
each single quota import licences will be issued for at least 25 per cent. 
either of the original quota sum, or of the revised quota contained in 
the Protocol to the Agreement. If, in the meantime, Finland’s 
clearing debt to Denmark rises above Kr. 65 million, the Finnish 
authorities reserve the right to issue import licences for Danish goods 
only to the extent that payment for the goods is made possible by 
actual income from Finland’s exports to Denmark. It has also been 
agreed that within the Agreement period Finnish import licences for 
Danish goods will not be issued for more than 70 per cent. of the value 
of any single quota or any single undertaking.

(c) flats which are imported in lengths (whether straight or otherwise) 
and are not less than three-quarters of an inch and not more than 
three inches in width and are not less than three-sixteenths of an 
inch and not more than one inch in thickness ; 


(d) angles which are not less than three-quarters of an inch by three- 
quarters of an inch and not more than three inches by three inches. 
The rates of duty remain unchanged, viz. 374 per cent. ad valorem 
(Full) and 25 per cent. ad valorem (Preferential).

THE Board of Trade have received a copy of Notice to Importers, 
No. 1143, concerning imports of cotton textile goods into Jamaica. 
The Notice is reproduced in full below :— 


The attention of importers of cotton textile goods is invited to the Import 
Prohibition (Cotton Textiles) Proclamation, 1953, prohibiting the importa- 
tion, except under permit issued by the Trade Control Board, of the cotton 
textiles, specified in the Schedule to this Notice, as from February 27, 1953. 
No further orders for such goods should, therefore, be placed without the 
importers having first obtained permits from the Trade Control Board. 

Permits will be required and should be obtained from the Board in respect 
of the cotton textile goods, specified in the Schedule below, which have 
either arrived or been shipped on or before February 27, 1953. 

Evidence that orders have been confirmed by suppliers on or before 
February 27, 1953, should be submitted to reach the Trade Administrator 
no later than March 6, 1953, in order that consideration may be given to 
the issue of permits. Forms of application for the issue of permits may be 
obtained on application at the Trade Administrator’s Office, 40 Harbour 
Street, Kingston. 

Importers are requested to note that it is not the intention of the Trade 
Control Board at present to restrict imports of these goods, but to enable 
orders for imports to be kept under review.

United States of America 


Tariff Classification 


THE United States Court of Customs has ruled that certain motor- 
cycle speedometers and certain flexible shafts and couplings for use 
in attaching speedometers to motor cycles are classifiable as ‘‘ parts 
of motor cycles’? under paragraph 369 (c) of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
as modified, and not as ‘‘ instruments suitable for measuring distance 
or speed ”’ under paragraph 368 (a). It is expected that this ruling will 
have the effect of reducing the rate of duty on motor-cycle speedo- 
meters from 65 per cent. ad valorem plus a specific duty according to 
value, to 15 per cent. ad valorem ; and that, as a consequence, the 
classification of speedometers for motor cars should result in the 
assessment of a duty of 124 per cent. ad valorem. 

The United States Court of Customs has also ruled, by a majority 
decision, that certain linoleum described as “third gauge sheet 
marble ”’ is classifiable as ‘ other linoleum’ under paragraph 1020 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modified. It is expected that this ruling 
will have the effect of reducing the rate of duty on third gauge sheet 
marble from 25 per cent. ad valorem to 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

These decisions are open to appeal within the normal 60-day 
period. A further notice will be published in the Board of Trade 
Journal about any appeals. 


Mexico
